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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by NEC 
Corporation JP-2001-40219 or NEC Corporation JP 10-139964. 

3. Since, in the absence of a certified English translation, the effective filing date of 
the instant application is 5/11/01, both documents are valid references. The examiner, 
who does not speak or read Japanese, accepts the International Search Report in its 
entirety. Applicants' claims are not novel. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonnet e al. 
4,387,196, Okawa 5,169,920 or Chen et al. 5,604,039. 

5. Bonnet et al. disclose aromatic polysiloxanes in claims 1 and 8-12, molecular 
weights and softening points column 7, lines 3-10. Okawa teaches diphenylsiloxane- 
dimethylsiloxane copolymer in claim 1. concentrations in claim 2 and molecular weights 
in the Examples. Chen et al. recite applicants' polysiloxane in claim 15. When n=300, 
the molecular weight is above 2000. All properties are inherent in the composition. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nishihara 6.970,887. 
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7. Nishihara reveals polycarbonate, polyslloxane, aromaticity and value of "n" in 
claim 1, n=1000 in Table 10. All properties are inherent in the composition. Applicants* 
claims are not novel.
